City Airport deal 
helps Irish high 
jumper prepare 
for Olympics

J uggling a gruelling 
training schedule while 
working part-time as a 
management consultant 
would be far from ideal 
preparation for the upcoming 
Olympics. 

But it’s a scenario 29-year-old 
Deirdre Ryan, Ireland’s female 
high jump record holder, 
was facing until London City 
Airport stepped in with a 
sponsorship package. 

For an athlete whose 
performance in the World 
Championships last September 
- where she set the national 
record while qualifying for 
this summer’s Games - saw 
her widely acclaimed in her 
homeland, that would have 
been travesty. 


While details of the City 
Airport deal have not been 
released Deirdre said it was 
“considerable enough” that 
along with 20,000 euro funding 
from the Irish Sports Council, 
she would be able to focus her 
attention totally on London 
2012. 

“It funds my training and 
travelling which is really quite 
expensive. It’s a great oppor-

tunity and I’m really grateful,” 
said Deirdre. 

“Being able to train full-time 
is imperative as it allows me to 
recover better and concentrate 
fully during training sessions.” 

For Deirdre, who worked in 


financial services in Dublin 
before heading to Leverkusen 
in Germany for training where 
she joined a management 
consultancy, the sponsorship 
deal marked the end of a roller¬ 
coaster year. 

It saw her tear ligaments 
in both ankles in separate 
incidents, missing around 
four months before returning 
stronger to set the Irish record 
in the championships in Korea. 

Now her focus is on day-to- 
day training with the Games 
lingering on the horizon. 
Thinking ahead she said she 
would love to make the final of 
the high jump. 

“It’s hard to set a position 
target as you don’t know who 
will be in what shape at that 
time,” she said. “I just want to 
get a personal best. My aim is 
to get to the final and once you 
are there anything can happen. 

“Those back home are so 
excited and there’s lots of 
friends and family coming over 
for the Games. 

“My parents said to me they 
will definitely have to fly to 
London City now.”

Tributes 
to CWG's 
voice of 
the Island 

HE was the man who 
made sure the Isle of Dogs' 
voice was never forgotten 
throughout its transition into 
a global business centre. 

Peter Wade went from 
working at the docks to 
being a caretaker on the 
Wharf construction site and 
then a key figure within 
management at Canary Wharf 
Group. 

He died at the end of 
February. 

Peter was originally against 
the development of the 
estate, even staging a mock 
funeral marking the death 
of the docks. But later he 
became head of community 
relations at the company. 

CWG's chairman and 
chief executive Sir George 
lacobescu said: "It was a very 
difficult and controversial 
decision for him to move from 
a community activist role to 


working for a developer, yet 
throughout his many years of 
service to Canary Wharf, he 
never compromised his belief 
that the regeneration of the 
Docklands should provide 
direct benefits to local people. 

"He was just as strong an 
advocate for the community 
within the company as he 
was an advocate for our 
company in the community." 

Father-of-four Peter, 
who was 71 when he died 
following a short illness, was 
key in setting up community 
projects such as the Local 
Business Liaison Office, 
the Sports and Community 


Programme and the Schools 
Programme. 

He was also instrumental in 
pushing river transport links. 

He retired from his role 
at CWG five years ago but 
carried on offering advice to 
the firm as a consultant. 

Cllr Gloria Thienel said: 
"Peter was very much a 
community man. He fought 
for the Island and for its 
identity not to lost in the 
development and became 
the voice for the community 
within Canary Wharf. He will 
be sadly missed by his Island 
friends and by his family."

■ The Wharf spoke to the Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson high in the 
Citigroup building, overlooking The 02, 
Royal Docks and the Thames. 

GB: I'm just enjoying this magnificent 
view. 

BJ: It’s one of the great views in the 
city. We’re looking at the future. This 
is going to be the area where London 
is going to take off. Someone said to 
me that in 500 years’ time, downtown 
London will be in Barking. 
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Can we talk about the prospect of 
the Royal Docks becoming a hi-tech 
cluster because that is a fascinating 
project. 

We can see the Siemens pavilion, we’ve 
played a role in getting that, you can 
see the cable car going across from the 
pavilion to The 02 and by the looks of 
it they’re making great progress. 

And we can see the brownfield sites 
as well. 

You can see massive potential. You can 
see Silvertown, you can see the logic 
of people moving there and setting up 
business. And that is going to be trans¬ 
formational. And you know about the 
bidding process that’s going on [for 
the Silvertown Quays] - the three 
bidders and where we are with that. 
We just need a bit more time to look at 
these proposals. 

What can you do as mayor to make 
these things happen? What can you 
do to persuade private capital to join 
the project? 

With Silvertown, in a short space of 
time we put the land together and we 
opened a bidding process and since 
then there’s been feverish activity. It’s 
now down to three - very serious and 
credible - bidders 

There are some amazing schemes - 
very different schemes but each with 
its own selling point. It’s going to be 
hard to make a decision but what it 
shows is the confidence in the area 
and the absolute conviction that 
developers have that this is going to 
be a place to invest in. 

Just think what a difference there’s 
been. We’re looking at an area of this 
city’s and this country’s most tragic 
industrial demise. 

This was once the heart of the 
empire, those docks were built by 
the Victorians, colossal sea trenches, 
because the original London docks 
became too small and then in the ’60s 
those docks too became too small and 
London lost shipping and population 
as all the attendant industries died 
away. 

You’re now seeing a rebirth with 
different sorts of employment, with 
high technology, with the oppor¬ 
tunity for green jobs and hotels, retail, 
all sorts of stuff and a real conviction

on the part of business that it’s going 
to be an attractive place to live. 

My job is to create the environment 
where that can happen. 

How much is grind and how much is 
vision? 

It’s a bit of both. You have to have 
the idea in the first place and then 
you have to engage with the process, 
which can be exhausting. I mean, we 
got £36million out of Emirates to fund

the cable car and I think it’s going to 
be good deal for London and a brilliant 
deal for Emirates, a massive visitor 
attraction on the London skyline and I 
think that is worth £36million. 

It does link up the Royal Docks - 
which can be windswept and lonely 
- to The 02. 

The biggest live music venue in the 
world. That’s why the Jubilee line 
upgrade is so important, that connec¬ 
tivity is vital for this part of London. 
But there is more to be done. 


CHARLES YERKES 


■ Philadelphian Quaker Charles 
Yerkes, born 1837, moved to 
Chicago in 1883 where he 
developed the tramway and 
surburban rail systems.

city from the summit of Hamp¬ 
stead Heath. 

■ He established the Under¬ 
ground Electric Railways 
Company of London to take 
control of the Metropolitan 
District Railway and the part- 
built Baker Street and Water¬ 
loo Railway and a number 
of other private railway 
companies. 


Can I rundown a checklist of 
transport projects and where we are 
with them? Are we done with the 
DLR now? 

No. I think the DLR has got massive 
potential. Could you take the DLR to 
Bromley? Why not? Hook up that part 
of London, give another feed in to the 
City, to east London from Bromley. I 
think it would be very popular if we 
could do that. 

Look at the figures of revenue costs 
for various modes of transport. The 
DLR covers 150 per cent of its revenue 
cost. Once you’ve built it, it pays for its 
revenue costs. 

I think the Croydon tramlink just 
about breaks even, the Tube is 85 per 
cent, buses are 60 per cent. In other 
words buses require huge amounts of 
subsidy, the Tube, though its getting 
better, still needs a lot of subsidy. 
Every DLR train that’s full pays back 
to TfL. What’s not to like? 

Another area of interest is the 
Thames as a viable east-west route. 
The London Assembly was critical of 
the River Concordat and the progress 
on Thames saying no-one at TfL was 
taking ownership of it. Again, is that 
something you can make happen? 

I think that’s unfair. Since the River 
Concordat, we’ve had a big increase 
in passengers very substantially. And 
we put the Oyster on the Clippers 
and, particularly during the Olympics, 
we’re going to see a big increase. 

What I can’t pretend to your readers 
is that I truthfully see it as a highway 
that is going to be as successful as a 
terrestrial highway. 

The London Assembly is saying 
"Boris has thrown his weight behind 
Boris bikes, obviously, and they're a 
minor means of transport. The river 
is another minor means of transport 
so why hasn't he thrown his weight 
behind the river?" 

Well I have. I have. There’s been a big 
increase in river transport and we 
want to see a bigger increase over 
the next four years and well have an 
ambitious programme of increasing

river use during my next term as 
mayor if I get back in. 

Next one. River crossings? Where are 
you with that? Is there funding in 
place or is that still to be decided? 

We’re pressing ahead with the consul¬ 
tations on Silvertown - Blackwall Two. 
It will be a fantastic scheme. 

It will relieve congestion at 
Blackwall. It’s sensible because it 
hooks up with existing transport 
arteries and, again, you’re plugged 
straight into that part of London. I 
think it will be popular and successful. 
And then we’re introducing a crossing 
at Gallions Reach for ferry traffic and 
a new crossing at Dartford. A lot of 
progress. 

Is it that you're putting in place these 
links in anticipation of the growth of 
this area? 

These industries will be there. Look 
at what the Victorians did, always 
remember what people like Yerlces 
saw. 

Yerlces went to the top of Hampstead 
Heath and he looked out and he saw 
this huge expanse of parkland and 
forest and he thought ‘there can 
be houses here but there can only 
be houses here if I built an electric 
railway’ and he did. 

History shows that it generally 
is a private venture that starts and 
goes bust and the state has to step 
in but in the end it is the transport 


infrastructure going first that makes 
the difference. Without the transport, 
you’re nowhere. 

In 10 years' time Canary Wharf will be 
doubled in size. Wood Wharf would 
be thriving. Do you anticipate people 
being able to get here and home 
again using this mosaic of transport 
options? 

Absolutely. The area is going to change. 
And the important thing is that the 
area is going to bring benefits to some 
of the local people who haven’t seen 
them yet. 

Four years ago one of the strongest 
complaints I heard was that Canary 
Wharf was an island of prosperity in 
a sea of deprivation and that can’t be 
right. I think that is changing. 

These things can take generations. 

Look at what’s happening to Hackney. 
It will happen here too. But you have 
got to do these things sensitively and 
mindfully. 

When I look at some of these 
planning applications you have to do 
things in a way that takes account of 
the historic communities and the way 
of life as well. There’s a balance to be 
struck. All the way up the Lea there 
are sites being developed, from the 
Isle of Dogs through Canning Town 
to Stratford and we’re putting in the 
transport that can make it happen.

B oris Johnson rode 
into Tower Hamlets 
to launch the east 
London extension of 
his cycle hire scheme. 

The Mayor of London was 
greeted with cheers and heckles 
as he cycled to the site of one 
of the new docking stations at 
Roman Road Market in Bow on 
Thursday. 

He said: ‘This is a fantastic 
scheme for London, it creates 
jobs and helps the economy. 
Tower Hamlets Council has 
joined the party with a contri¬ 
bution of £2million and this is a 
wise decision as it will be a real 
benefit to the neighbourhood.” 

The expansion means the 
scheme now covers 65sq km of 
the capital with 2,300 additional 
bikes and 4,800 more docking 
stations. 

Areas added include Canary 
Wharf, Isle of Dogs, Wapping, 
Poplar, Stepney Green, Mile End 
and Bow. 

Mr Johnson said: “Now there 
is a huge opportunity to expand 
south of the river, all we need is 
more money from Barclays on 
top of the £50million they have 
already given us.” 

Members of the London 
Assembly have pledged their 


support for the scheme but 
have highlighted concerns. 

London Assembly member 
and Green party mayoral 
candidate Jenny Jones said: 
“This is great news for east 
London but I am concerned at 
the mayor’s lack of ambition. 
Londoners won’t be able to 
cycle to the Olympic Park and 
they will only have a third of 
the bikes available compared to 
their Parisian counterparts. 

“If the mayor is serious about

his target of a million extra 
journeys made by bike every 
day, then a bike hire scheme 
which only generates an extra 
40,000 journeys a day is well 
short of what London needs.” 

Leader of the Liberal 
Democrat London Assembly 
Group Caroline Pidgeon said: 
“We need to improve and 
expand the scheme, get new 
bikes on our roads and make 
our roads much safer - but most 
importantly we must make the 


scheme fun and attractive for a 
wider range of people. 

“Instead of every bike 
looking as if it is the property 
of Barclays Bank let’s get some 
limited edition bikes to celebrate 
some incredible events taking 
place in London. 

“A decade ago we had 50 
London buses painted gold 
to mark the Queen’s Golden 
Jubilee so why not have some 
new bikes to mark this year’s 
Diamond Jubilee?” 

Concerns surrounding 
Barclays’ sponsorship of the 
scheme have been raised by 
London Assembly member 
John Biggs. 

Mr Biggs said: “So far 
Transport for London seems to 
have taken an ad hoc approach 
to sponsorship, which could 
expose it to unnecessary risk 
if a sponsor suffered serious 
reputational damage. 

“TfL has acknowledged the 
need for a new single policy 
on sponsorship but it must 
also take a more consistent 
and transparent approach so 
Londoners can be sure any 
future deals are in the best 
interests of the capital.” 

Mr Johnson said: “Some 
people are always going to be 
opposed to the idea but I am 
confident we can do a first 
class job. 

“Our wonderful blue bikes 
have changed the face of 
London and introduced a 
new form of public transport 
that has eased getting around 
our great city for thousands 
of Londoners and made the 
capital even more attractive to 
visitors.”

CAMPAIGNERS against plans for a 
development in Virginia Quay have 
vowed to continue their protests 
despite changes to the proposal. 

Last month, London Thames 
Gateway Development Corporation’s 
planning committee deferred the 
decision in order to seek legal advice 
on whether it has grounds to refuse 
the 12-storey application by Cube 
Developments containing 26 homes. 

That saw the applicant make 
amendments to the plans, which have 
met with opposition from both the 
community in Poplar and from Tower 
Hamlets Council. 

Among the changes are for six 
one-bedroom flats to be adapted to 
three two-bed apartments. There have 
also been alterations proposed to the 
access of the building. 

Campaigners are against the 
proposal in principle and are planning 
to continue their opposition. 

Councillor Peter Golds said both 
he and fellow Tower Hamlets repre¬ 
sentative Gloria Thienel will be at the 
LTGDC meeting in April and are also 
planning to express their disapproval 
in the consultation.

“It’s yet more development in an area 
that’s overdeveloped,” said Cllr Golds. 
‘This puts pressure on schools, as well 
as medical and transport facilities. The 
DLR is packed to bursting point.” 

Last December Tower Hamlets 
Council’s development committee 
voted unanimously to support the 
community’s opposition to the appli¬ 
cation. 

Meanwhile, at last week’s planning 
meeting of the LTGDC, the proposals 
for Minoco Wharf were approved. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson now 
has two weeks to make a final decision 
on the huge scheme in the Royal 
Docks. The 266,500sq m proposal 
includes 3,000 homes ranging from 
studio flats to town houses and also 
has shops, restaurants and office 
space.

City Hall clash 
over breakdown 
of sales figures

O lympic organiser 
Locog was accused 
of being “obsessed 
with secrecy” at a 
heated debate at City Hall last 
week. 

The group’s chairman 
Lord Sebastian Coe and chief 
executive Paul Deighton 
appeared in front of assembly 
members to give an update 
on the progress in preparing 
for 2012. They were attacked 
by Baroness Dee Doocey who 
slammed the pair for refusing 
to give a breakdown on the 
prices of the seven million 
tickets already sold. 

“In 2011 you said you 
couldn’t [give the information] 
because of data protection 
but we didn’t want details of 
people who bought them,” said 
Baroness Doocey, who chairs 
the City Hall committee, which 
scrutinises Games progress.

‘Then you said it was down 
to client confidentiality but 
we didn’t want the details of 
sponsors. 

“What are you trying to 
hide? Why can’t we get the 
information?” 

After the duo said they could 
not provide a breakdown on 
the tickets but insisted overall 
there would be 2.5million 
tickets sold at £20 or under, 
Baroness Doocey responded: 


“Why can’t you give us a 
breakdown of the seven 
million tickets sold with a note 
saying this is not the final 
figure? 

“You’re obsessed with 
secrecy and I don’t understand 
why.” 

Lord Coe replied: “I’m not 
going to divert the attention 
of my team who still have 
four million tickets to sell 
and revenue targets to meet 
because that is how we fund 
the Games. I’m not going to take 
them off that focus to work on 
every single client group for 
every single session.” 

Assembly member John 
Biggs was also dissatisfied 
with a response to his question 
asking whether just 36 per 
cent of 100 metres final tickets 
were for sale to the public. 

Mr Deighton said this was 
closer to 50 per cent when 
press tickets, seats not being 
sold due to being blocked by 
big screens, and those with 
views obstructed by cameras 
were taken out. 

Meanwhile, both Mr 
Deighton and Lord Coe 
said they had not seen the 
Dispatches TV documentary 
which was critical of some 
areas of the ticket sales 
process.

Looking through 
their magic eyes 



W hitechapel’s most enig¬ 
matic artistic duo were 
at the White Cube in 
Bermondsey last week 
to launch their new show London 
Pictures. 

Gilbert and George, whose daily 
walk takes in streets well trodden 
since Dickensian times, spoke about 
the motives behind there largest 
ever series of work and gave tips on 
distraction theft to make Fagin proud. 

Newspaper bill posters relieved 
from outside newsagents reporting 
on London life form the basis of their 
latest creation. 

George said: “At first we thought 
we would ask the shopkeepers to keep 
last week’s posters for us but they 
became very suspicious so we had to 
steal them. 

‘When we are out walking arm in 
arm together one goes into the shop 
to buy some chewing gum and the 
other removes the poster. 

‘We were actually caught by an over 
enthusiastic policeman 
but I told him we were 
doing a project at my 
school about anti-social 
behaviour -1 set myself 
up as a teacher.” 

Over six 

years the pair 
amassed a 

collection of 
3,712 posters 
and it wasn’t 
until they 
put them all 
together that 
they realised 
what they 
had. 

G e o r 
said: ‘When 

we laid them 
all out on the 
studio floor we 


were overwhelmed, 
almost sickened that 
we have all allowed 
the world to 
become what 
it is. These 
posters have 
two purposes 
I - to sell 
newspapers 
but also the 
reality. It’s a 
heavy price 
to pay for 
freedom. 
“There 
" are countries 
where these 
words wouldn’t 
be allowed on 
posters.” 

The duo said 


what struck them most was their 
ephemeral nature - one day big news 
and the next forgotten. 

Gilbert said: ‘We realised the biggest 
subject was murder, then money then 
sex. We started seeing extraordinary 
stuff that we would never be able to 
address in our work otherwise.” 

London Pictures contains 292 
pictures, 72 of which are being 
shown across White Cube’s three 
London galleries following the show’s 
premiere in Hong Kong. 

Gilbert said: “We believe we are 
forming life and that the world will be 
a little bit different because we have 
made these pictures. We are always 
looking for the moral dimension - 
when we took pictures of lace curtains 
we realised they are the house burlca.” 

George said: “Having this exhibition 
in 2012 was an accident. Looking at it

you can see why we weren’t asked to 
do an Olympic poster.” 

Gilbert said: ‘We don’t believe in the 
Games. We don’t believe in the best. 
We close ourselves off and make our 
own vision. Artists have magic eyes.” 

The exhibition is free to attend 
and the duo specified how it was to 
be marketed. They said they wanted 
everyone to be able to come and see 
it but weren’t planning on taking the 
works out of the gallery space. 

George said: ‘You wouldn’t get 
more people reading books if you put 
them out on the pavement. People 
have to make the conscious decision 
to come in. One day there will be a 
last Gilbert and George picture but 
we are optimistic. These pictures are 
celebrating life.”

Big bro (in-law) Chris Farraday 
(Mark Wahlberg) has left the 
smuggling game behind to go legit 
with wife Kate (Kate Beckinsale) 
and his two boys. 

But little bro Andy (Caleb Landry 
Jones) faces retribution from 
wildman Tim Briggs (Giovanni Ribisi) 
unless he makes up the loss. 

Chris, who never lightly gave up 
smuggling, agrees to step in and do 
one last mega-job. 

"You gotta do what you gotta 
do," says his dad. "Family is family." 

See what it is yet? That's right. 
Gone In 60 Seconds only with 
container ships instead of Ferraris. 

That's where we're heading with 
this re-imagining of the Icelandic 
mini-hit Reykjavik-Rotterdam. 

But something happens along 
the way, not particularly noticeable 
amid the brutal swarfega-pumping 
action (set to a blistering New 
Orleans soundtrack). 

Those European roots begin 
to show and the sensibilities of 
director Baltasar Kormakur take 
over. Where Hollywood would head 
right, towards a bit of stylish but 
stay-inside-the-lines action, Balt 
goes left. 

Forget Gone In 60 Seconds, he 
has Heat in his sights with its epic, 
sweeping, intrusive crime-scape - 
and perhaps a touch of The Italian 
Job for its convoluted caper feel.

Feel-good director Cameron Crowe 
dramatises a story based on the 
experiences of Benjamin Mee who 
bought a dilapidated zoo and set 
about reviving its fortunes. 

The real zoo was the Dartmoor 
Zoological Park but the action has 
been transferred to California and 
Mee is played by Matt Damon, a 
widower with two children who 
react in different ways to his plan.

Deranged gangster Gonzalo 
(Diego Luna) is right in the middle 
of his own LA-style takedown and 
the impudent trio of Farraday, pal 
Danny (Lukas Haas) and shaky Andy 
are a fatal distraction. 

Back home in New Orleans, the 
pressure's rising. Briggs is under the 
cosh too from a Mr Bigger so he's 
turning his attention on the fragile 
and fragrant - but oh so real - Kate. 
Farraday's pal Sebastian (Ben Foster) 
is on guard duty but he's early days 
on a 12-step. 

It's a race against time, multiple 
obstacles, many enemies and some 
wild improbabilities. 

Wahlberg plays the humble, 
blue collar Everyman with his usual

in the Square Mile. 

Wharfers regularly find 
themselves washed up at the 
wrong end, casting about 
for the warmth of a pleasant 
environment amid the cold 
streets of Bank or Moorgate. 

Fortunately, if you don't 
fancy the formality of their 
dining room in Chiswell Street, 
brothers Ed and Tom Martin 
have thoughtfully opened The 
Jugged Hare, a gastropub 
further up the road. As you 



might expect from the team 
behind The Gun, the interior is a 
blend of contemporary comfort 
and the glories of London's past. 

Fine taxidermy dominates the 
bar, dining benches are padded 
with leather and contrast nicely 
with sleek stainless steel in the 
open kitchen. 

Meat will be spit roasted 
on the imposing eight-skewer 
machine daily, while other dishes 
on the menu celebrate the 
best of fowl, fish and seasonal 
vegetables. There's even a 
Guinness sauce for the black 
pudding if you feel like popping 
over there on Saturday. 

The venue also boasts a barrel- 
vaulted event space dubbed 
the wine room and the most 
delightful taps in London in its 
toilets.

History corner 


First celebrated in 1783 
at the instigation of the 
Irish Protestant organisation 
the Knights of St Patrick, this 
holiday's genesis has its roots 
in a British effort to focus ritual 
and celebration on a figure 
who appealed to both Roman 
Catholicism and the Anglican 
church. 

St Patrick is perhaps most 
famous for supposedly driving 
the snakes from Ireland although 
his story is closely bound up with 
the arrival of Christianity in the 
country. He used the three-leafed 
shamrock to explain the Holy 
Trinity and allegedly carried a stick 



of ash that sprouted leaves when 
he embedded it in the ground 
while preaching. 

His holiday is always held on 
March 17 and the first procession 
to mark it in Dublin was guarded 
mainly by Protestant volunteers. 

Although still a religious 
celebration in Ireland, elsewhere 
St Patrick's Day has expanded 
to become an often secular 
celebration of Irish culture. 

Those taking part typically 
wear green clothing and eat and 
drink Irish produce - the latter has 
its roots in the lifting of Lenten 
restrictions for the duration of the 
holiday. 


RECIPE 

Surf clam and wild garlic risotto 


T he weather has been very mild recently 
and spring seems to have come early, said 
head chef at The Gun Mark Fines. "One 
sign of this is the availability of wild garlic. This 
herb is related to the chive and has long green 
strands that are almost grass-like. It is well 
worth seeking out or going to pick your own. 
You can use it in salads but what I find brings 
out the best of it is when you are using it to 
flavour something like a stock or mashed 
potato or, in this case, risotto." 

INGREDIENTS 

40g butter, plus extra 
1 shallot diced 
1 shallot sliced 
1 sprig of thyme 

1 peeled clove of garlic, lightly crushed 

200g Arborio rice 

100ml white wine 

500ml chicken stock, warm 


Big handfuls of wild garlic, stalk removed, 

roughly chopped 

50g butter unsalted 

15g Parmesan grated 

300g fresh surf clams 

Fresh lemon 

Olive oil 

METHOD 

If you buy your clams from a supermarket, they 
should be cleaned and ready to use. If you buy 
them from a fish market or local fishmonger 
however, they may need to be purged before 
you use them (See end of recipe). 

To cook the risotto, first fry the sliced 
shallots, thyme and garlic until they start to 
soften without colouring and then add the 
clams and 50ml of the white wine. 

Cover the pan and leave for five minutes for 
all the clams to steam open. Once they are all 
open, strain through a colander and set the 
clams aside. Keep the liquid aside and let it 
settle so that any remaining grit sinks to the 
bottom. Take half of the clams and remove the 
meat from the shells and set aside. 


Heat the chicken stock in a saucepan and 
keep to one side. In another pan gently fry the 
diced shallot until soft with no colour then add 
the risotto rice to the pan. 

Cook the rice gently for two minutes until it 
turns translucent then add the 50ml of white 
wine and the juice saved from the clams, being 
careful not to pour in any of the settled grit. 
Slowly add the stock one ladle at a time to the 
rice and cook it gently until the rice absorbs 
the liquid. Try not to stir the rice too much or 
the grains will become broken. 



Repeat the process until the rice is cooked 
to your liking. The classic recommendation is 
to leave a little bit of a bite to it but I often 
prefer mine to be cooked through. 

To finish the risotto stir in the softened 
butter and grated Parmesan, then add the 
wild garlic and clam meat. If it becomes a bit 
stodgy and thick, add a little more stock. 

Decorate the dish with the reserved clams 
in the shell (reheated in a little pan), some 
shaved Parmesan and a drizzle of olive oil. 
PURGING CLAMS 

To do this, first run cold water over the clams 
for 30 minutes, regularly shaking them up to 
dislodge any dirt or sand on the shells. Add a 
teaspoon of salt to the fresh water and leave 
to stand for 15 minutes. This will encourage 
the clams to open up and release any sand 
from within the shells. 

After the 15 minutes, wash them again 
under running water for another 15 minutes 
to wash away the last of the sand.

Rimini, Italy 


I f Rimini, on the Italian Riviera, 
were to answer one of those teen 
magazine quizzes, her responses 
might go something like this: 
Favourite movie: La Dolce Vita, 
directed by its famous son Federico 
Fellini. 

Favourite pastime: Partying. 
Favourite colour: Pink. 

Three of its favourite things 
come together once a year for La 
Notta Rosa - Pink Night - which 
this year arrives on July 1. 

And it isn't just Rimini that 
gets in the party spirit, washing 
everything with pink ribbons, pink 
light and pink fizz. Some 110km 
of coastline joins in the fun, each 
town interpreting the theme in 
its own way but each focusing on 
shows, music, entertainments and 
ubiquitous happenings. 

I went in 2011 and the first 
question to ask the locals 
presented itself without too much 
difficulty (or Italian). Why pink? 

Pink, we were told, is the colour 
of welcome, of hospitality, of 
kindness and emotion. Creating a 
sense of belonging and community. 

For a full 24 hours Rimini 
and its neighbours explore the 
opportunity for all of the above. 
Aside from the dazzling fireworks 
at midnight and the setpiece VIP 
gathering at Fellini's favourite 


Grand Flotel, the events appeared 
informal and organic. 

On every street corner, a band 
(from brass to hip hop) and 
along the stretch of sand fairs, 
impromptu parties, plenty of drink 
and an intent to keep going for the 
full 24 hours. 

We began our Notte Rosa at a 
reasonably gentle pace with a meal 
in the gorgeous Old Fishing Village. 
Adorning the walls of the homes 
were murals from Fellini's film and 
the cobbled streets were perfect 
for a spot of light meandering. 

Some free time ahead of the 
pink-fest meant a return to some 


of the sites (for I have been here 
before as the gateway to the 
historic and breathtaking Emilia 
Romagna region). 

The historic squares and churches 
of the town tell the tale of the 
influential Malatesta family who 
dominated during the middle ages 
who were rich in bloody history 
and attempted to atone for their 
ways through architecture. 

But such things are for the head. 
La Notta Rosa is purely for the 
hedonist, and the heart.

T here have been some 
spectacular Olympic 

moments over the years but 
the image of a gallant loser is 
what inspires one of Britain’s greatest 
Paralympians. 

David Roberts, who was diagnosed 
with cerebral palsy at the age of 11, 
started swimming competitively to 
help deal with the condition and has 
gone on to win a staggering 11 gold 
medals in three Games. 

For him the sight of British sprinter 
Derek Redmond finishing the race in 
Barcelona ’92 despite snapping his 
hamstring shows the true meaning of 
the sport. 

“It’s an iconic 
moment and says to 
me what the Olympics 
is all about,” said 
Welshman Roberts. 
‘The never-say-die 
attitude and the fact 
the father went on 
the track to be with 
his son.” 

It’s an attitude 
Roberts displays himself and one 
that’s put him on the brink of Games 
history. 

His golden haul is level with Tanni 
Grey-Thompson’s record and puts him 
one away from being Britain’s most 
successful Paralympian. 

It’s a mission he is determined to 
complete this summer. 

“I’ve won a gold in every Games 
I’ve been to so it will be nice to win 
a gold in London at home,” said the 
31-year-old, who was speaking at an 
event sponsored by Jaguar Academy 
of Sport, mentoring up-and-coming 
British Olympic and Paralympic 
prospects. “That’s my goal. But first 
things first, I need to qualify. 

“Each Olympics is different but the 
home Olympics is the ultimate. Once 
you’ve done an Olympics you dream 
of doing one in your home country. 
There is no greater privilege than 
competing in front of your home 
crowd.” 

His success in the pool has seen 
him become something of a standard- 
bearer for the Paralympics - even

sees as even more important is the 
championship’s rise in popularity. 

“My first Games in Sydney was the 
watershed moment for Paralympics,” 
he said. ‘We got one hour a day 
television coverage, which doesn’t 
seem like a lot but we suddenly got a 
window to the public so they could see 
what we did and how good we were.” 

Sydney may have been the 
watershed but Beijing was confir¬ 
mation of a whole new fanbase. 

“We came back from Sydney and 
there were 30 to 40 people there to 
welcome us home and it was lovely. 
But we came back from Beijing and 
it look me five hours to get through 
the airport there was so many people 
there. We were made up. 

“Paralympic athletes are now 
becoming household names when at 
the start of my career I could never 
have imagined that happening.”
